LeCesne successor is sought

With Assistant School Su- 
perintendent Dr. Terrel (Terry) 
LeCesne’s career in Romulus 
winding down, the Romulus 
School District has decided to 
trim the position’s job respon- 
sibilities as the search for his 
replacement begins. 

LeCesne will reportedly 
complete his local role in Ro- 
mulus on Aug. 25 and begin his 
Inkster School District super- 
intendent’s job on Aug. 28. 

According to Superinten- 
dent Dr. William Bedell, the 
school board has decided to 
seek a human resource spe- 
cialist to replace LeCesne and 
later hire a second person to 
handle the curriculum end of 
the office. 

LeCesne handled both re- 
sponsibilities in the latter 
years of his quarter-century 
Romulus career. 


The other administrative position (curriculum 
director) will be filled later and could be tied in 
with the impending retirement of William 
Murphy in June 1996. 


While the posting of the job 
is nationwide, the district’s of- 
fer states that a Michigan pub- 
lic school district official 
working in a district that has at 
least 450 employees is 
preferred. 


at least five years experience 
in the human resource field. 

Some of the job respon- 
sibilities will include: 

• negotiating and adminis- 
tering collective bargaining 
agreements 


The salary for the adminis- 
trative position is listed bet- 
ween $75,000 to $85,000. 
Requirements include a mas- 
ter’s degree from an accred 
ited university or college and

dinating their hiring process 

• maintaining staffing needs 
of district 

• developing and adminis- 


tering district’s fringe benefit 
programs 

• supervising civil rights

• coordinating and supervis- 
ing employee discipline con- 
sistent with the district’s 
policy. 

The Romulus district lists 
the start up date as Sept. 8, 
1995 or as soon after that as 
possible. 

The other administrative 
position (curriculum director) 
will be filled later and could 
be tied in with the impending 
retirement William Murphy in 
June 1996, Bedell said. 

Murphy currently is the dis- 
trict’s director of community, 
career and vocational educa- 
tion (but to the citizens he is 
known as the director of adult 
education).

A 36-year-old Romulus man, 
who reportedly just was re- 
leased from jail on a stalking 
charge, shot and killed his ex- 
girl friend’s new male friend 
and then killed himself in the 
woman’s Inkster home. 

Sketchy details were re- 
leased Wednesday morning by 
neighbors and relatives of the 
woman, Colleen Markey of 
Kean Street in Inkster, who 
also was shot in the breast 
with the slug traveling into her 
stomach. 

An Inkster neighbor said 
Markey pounded on his door 
Wednesday morning and said 
she and her friend, identified 


as Gordy Davis, 38, of Be- 
lleville, had been shot by her 
ex-boy friend, Ken Taylor of 
Romulus. 

Markey was first taken to 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
for treatment and then flown 
to University Hospital in Ann 
Arbor. Sources said her 
wounds are serious, but not 
life threatening. 

Two children, who were in 
the home on Kean Street at the 
time of the shooting, report- 
edly were not injured. 

According to sources, Tay- 
lor had just been released 
from jail on a stalking charge 
filed by Markey. 

It was reported that Taylor

Former caregiver 


remains in prison

The heavy rumor that con- 
victed former Romulus care 
giver Kathy Ann Frye would 
be released soon on a tether 
sent shock waves through the 
community last week. 

But the Romulus R onuin has 
learned that official letters 
from Wayne County Prosecutor 
John D. O’Hair and Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally have 
helped quell any such quick 
release from prison. 

Frye was convicted on 
March 9, 1995 of 40 embezzle- 
ment complaints involving the 
family bank account of Helene 
Pack, a 78-year-old Alzheimer 
disease patient. Frye was sen- 
tenced to a three-to-five years 
prison term. 

Frye, a neighbor of the

Packs, was hired several years 
ago by the victim’s 75-year-old

City will toughen 
contractor pacts 


Romulus City Council mem- 
bers vow to act much stricter 
with home developers follow- 
ing what it considers a “chop- 
ping up” of Meadowdale 
Subdivision roads a few years 
back by heavy construction 
trucks. 

The issue came to the fore- 
front last week, when Mead- 
owdale Subdivision 
homeowners complained they 
were being asked to pay for 
road repairs caused by devel- 
oper Byrne Benson. 

On Monday night, Mayor 
Beverly McAnally said accord- 
ing to city records, some of the 
area road problems date back 
to the 1970s, shortly after Ro- 
mulus Township became a city. 

But McAnally did not deny 
that a great deal of recent 
damage was created a few 
years ago, when Benson was 
constructing many nearby 
homes. 

To protect future homeo- 
wners from similar plights, the 
council also decided to ask 
City Attorney Barry Seifman to 
create a city policy that would 
demand future developers of- 
fer a protective bond in case 
damage to the roads occur 
again. 

In the middle of Monday 
night’s discussion. Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry stated. “I 
totally agree and I think we 
ougjit tg cell it the Byrne Ben- 
son pohpy.” 


Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington, also pressed Seifman 
for advice on the needed pol- 
icy, saying “we need bond cov- 
erage just in case another 
developer goes to jail.” 

Benson had been sentenced 
to a year in jail for a number of 
building violations and finan- 
cial misdealings in Oakland 
County. 

Seifman was asked if the 
city could recover any finan- 
cial return on the poor road 
work done in the subdivision 
back in the 1970’s, but he said 
the statue of limitations runs 
out in six years in such cases. 

McAnally also vowed the 
city was busy with engineers 
redeveloping a paving plan 
that should be accepted by ho- 
meowners in the subdivision. 


Last week, Robert 
McLachlan, president of the 
Hale Creek Community Asso- 
ciation, and others rejected 
any city plan to use asphalt to 
repair road damage there. 


He and others said they 
didn’t want to pay a special as- 
sessment for 10 years if the re- 
pavement only lasts three-four 
years. 


McAnally said it is impor- 
tant that the city and homeo- 
wners have at least one more 
meeting on the paving issue, 
before an actual public hear- 
ing is held on the proposal.

Because of constituent coni 
plaints like those quoted, and 
lack of substantiation for the 
claimed economic benefits at 
tributable to the proposed Wil- 
low Run International 
Tradeport Bruce Patterson (R 
Canton Township) Wayne 
County Commissioner from the 
11th Commission District and 
Thaddeus McCotter (R 
Livonia), Wayne County Com 
missioner from the 10th dis- 
trict have announced their 
opposition to the extension of 
runways at Willow Run airport 
and the creation of the Inter- 
national Intermodal Trade 
port. 

McCotter, the Chairman of 
the Commission’s Committee 
on Economic Development has 
been skeptical about the eco- 
nomic benefits being forecast 
by the Tradeport’s proponents 
since it was initially an 
nounced. 


According to McCotter: 
‘The Tradeport is not needed 
or wanted in western Wayne 
County. It is a perfect example 
of a big government works pro 
ject. Something right out of the 
1940s. At best it could help a 
few individuals, but it will use 
tax dollars ($185 million) to 
take business expansion from 
elsewhere in the county and 
penalize private developers 
investing their capital and try- 
ing to create commercial en 
terprise areas in other parts of 
the county.” 

Ways and Means Committee 
Vice Chairman Patterson 
agrees with McCotter and also 
points out that too many tax 
dollars are being focused on 
this questionable endeavor. 
Additionally, according to Pat- 


terson. the financial expense 
pales as compared to the loss 
of quality for life for western 
Wayne County residents what 
with the projected noise and 
air pollution that will certainly 
occur. 

Pointing to the eastern part 
of this large (30 percent, plus, 
of Wayne County’s entire geo- 
graphic area) commission dis- 
trict. Patterson declares: 

“Neither Romulus nor 
Huron Township have experi- 
enced tremendous benefits or 
financial gains as a result of 
the expansion and develop- 
ment of Detroit Wayne County 
Metropolitan Airport, but ask 
residents of those commu- 
nities about what they have 
lost. They will tell you they 
have lost the peace and quiet

of their communities and their 
homes, residential property 
values and even their heal- 
ing." 

“The case study already ex 
ists, we don't need to spend 
millions of tax dollars on more 
artificial studies. The Willow 
Run Tradeport will be a disas- 
ter.” 

McCotter and Patterson 
have held and attended meet 
ings throughout western 
Wayne County, however, the 
most telling remarks they have 
heard come from individuals 
like William Mosher who says: 
“I haven’t worked hard my 
whole life to have my family 
dream home stolen away by a 
bunch of uncaring politicians 
like Ed McNamara. My friends 
and neighbors are all con 
cerned. We don’t even get a 
vote on this thing. It is just be- 
ing rammed down our throats. 
But I am not just going to roll 
over and take it. I am going to 
fight. I am confident that my 
neighbors will also.” 

Western Wayne County is 


fortunate and flourishing. 
Based upon the best possible 
information it has at least two 
of the most rapidly developing 
communities in the state. It is 
not in need of the infusion of 
economic stimulus, especially 
when its residents and elected 
leaders are opposed to the ex- 
penditure. 

As a consequence, Commis- 
sioners McCotter and Patter- 
son have decided on a plan of 
action to stop the Interna- 
tional Tradeport from becom 
ing a reality. Their plan will 
involve the people in saving 
their communities, saving tax 
dollars, energizing areas of the 
county that need economic re- 
vitalization, and citizen input. 

Techniques that they will 
employ to carry out. the plan 
include the circulation of peti- 
tions, working with concerned 
citizens, neighborhood groups, 
subdivision associations, local 
elected leaders, state and fed- 
eral legislatures, and the gov- 
ernor’s office.

Kindergartners 
to attend all day 

Despite earlier controversy 
and a threat of a school board 
recall, the Romulus kinder- 
garten children will attend ftill 
day classes this year. 

Although a number of edu- 
cators recommend full day 
kindergarten classes, Art 
McPhalin, administrative as- 
sistant to Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell said, “the dis- 
trict did not change simply for 
educational reasons." 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools in charge of finances 
Joel Carr stated "this change is 
necessary because a new 
Michigan law increased the 
number of hours kindergarten 
children must be in school. 
Our bus schedules necessi- 
tated this change.” 

Kindergarten parents will 
be mailed additional informa- 
tion concerning the change 
from their school principal. 
McPharlin said. 

The kindergarten sessions 
will be divided into two 
groups, A and B. The A group 
will attend school each Mon- 
day and Wednesday, while the 
B group will go to classes on 
Tuesday and Thursday. The 
groups will alternate Friday 
sessions. 

Civil rights 
hearing slated 

An unlawful race discrimi- 
nation hearing involving 
American Trans Air Inc. of Ro- 
mulus is slated to be con- 
ducted on Aug. 23-24. 

James Horn of the Michigan 
Department of Civil Rights 
said a charge has been filed 
against the Romulus company 
in connection with the dis- 
charging of Brenda Williams 
Penn, a black employee and 
resident of Romulus. Penn was 
employed as a fleet service 
agent and was reportedly dis- 
charged after a verbal and 
written confrontation with her 
supervisor. 

The Civil Rights office 
claimed that American Trans 
Air Inc. has not discharged any 
similarly situated white em- 
ployees without verbal and/or 
written warnings. In fact other 
white employees have had 
similar or greater verbal con- 
frontations with their super- 
visors, the department’s 
statement said. 

Penn reportedly was hired 
on Feb. 13, 1989 and was termi- 
nated on Aug. 1, 1989, Horn 
said. 

The hearing is slated to be 
conducted in the State Plaza 
Building in Detroit

had a long history of battering 
Markey and one of his 
children. 

Recently he was said to 
have told his son, “If I can’t 
have your Mom, no one can!" 

Conflicting reports said Tay- 
lor either broke in the Markey 
front door or crawled in a win- 
dow. He reportedly was aimed 
with a Japanese assault rifle, 
shot Davis in the stomach and 
then wounded his former live- 
in girl friend. 

Taylor reportedly then said, 
“I want you to watch him die!” 
Taylor then was reported to 
have placed the barrel of the 
rifle under his chin and pulled 
the trigger. 

Splattered blood and body 
tissue were scattered about 
the bedroom, informants said. 

The investigation is 
continuing. 

It also was reported that 
Taylor is the step-brother of 
Kirk Allen Taylor of Wayne, 
who was slain on Aug. 3 in 
Westland.

husband, Richard, to help with 
her social needs and requests 
including shopping. 

But Romulus Detective Sgt. 
Dan Snyder found that Frye 
also got involved in the Pack 
family finances and talked 
Helene Pack into taking her 
husband’s name off a pair of 
certificates of deposit and sub- 
stituting her (Fiye’s) name. 

The CDs valued at $115,000 
and $114,000 later were report- 
edly cashed by Frye and other 
Pack Finances were stolen over 
a several year period, Snyder 
said. 

In total, police charge that 
Frye took at least $375,000 
from the Pack family, some of 
which has been confiscated by 
the prosecutor’s omnibus for- 
feiture unit. 

But to date, the Packs have 
received no restitution since 
the legal process works slow 
and action is expected some 
time in the future at the 34th 
District Court. 

Local officials thus 
breathed a heavy sigh of relief 
on Aug. 10, when O’Hair re- 
ceived a faxed confirmation 
from the Department of Cor- 
rections’ Director Kenneth 
McGinnis that “Prisoner Frye 
has been issued a special des- 
ignation, permanently exclud- 
ing her from community 
residential programs, includ- 
ing the tether program. 

“As of this date,” McGinnis 
wrote, “her (Frye’s) earliest pa- 
role date is Aug. 30, 1997.” 

The fact that concerned 
many Romulus residents the 
most over the possible tether- 
ing program, was that Frye 
lives next door to her elderly 
victims. 

O’Hair had spoken out 
strongly after Frye’s convic- 
tion, stating his office works 
especially hard in cases where

When informed on Aug. 1 of 
Frye’s tether application, the 
Wayne County prosecutor 
quickly fired off a letter to 
McGinnis strongly objectihg to 
Frye’s transfer to a residential 
center or on a tether program. 

O’Hair cited the fact that 
Frye stole in excess of $380,000 
from an Alzheimer patient, 
she had been hired to care for 
and in addition had not repaid 
the victims one cent. 

The prosecutor added “al- 
though Ms. Frye may not be 
considered a violent criminal, 
it is my opinion that any indi- 
vidual who preys on the inca- 
pacitated and elderly deserves 
more than a slap on the hand 
for their conduct. 

“If Ms. Frye is released to a 
tether program, she will return 
to her home which is next door 
to that of the victims.” 

The next day McAnally also 
sent strong opposition letters 
to McGinnis and Art Hurlburt 
of the Department of Correc- 
tions. 

McAnally related that Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Claudia 
House Morcom found Frye 
guilty of all counts of larceny, 
larceny by trick, larceny by 
conversion and embezzlement. 

“I strongly object to her be- 
ing released and tethered,” 
McAnally said. 

“She betrayed the trust of 
her elderly neighbors and 
should not be released to con- 
tinue to victimize other frail, 
elderly and trusting citizens,” 
the mayor added. 

“One who perpetrated such 
a crime would find the tether a 
small inconvenience in pursu- 
ing her chosen vocation. This 
person should be punished for 
her crime,” McAnally con- 
cluded. 


This is the third in a senes of 
stories on t)ie Romulus City 
Council candidates that face a 
Sept. 12 pnmai-y contest. Other 
stones mil follow. 

Brooker R. Edwards, one of 
the first elected city council 
men in Romulus' history, is 
seeking another seat on the 
council more than two decades 
later. 

Edwards, 69, who recently 
was named to fill a seat on the 
Romulus Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals, plans to contact all the 
city’s voters this fall to remind 
them “if elected, I will be as 
close to you as my telephone." 

While he remains cautious 
at this time outlining his sup- 
port on various city' issues, Ed 
wards said, “There are a lot of 
things happening in this city 
that are not pleasing and I feel 
I can aggressively work toward 
a common goal.” 

Having worked for the Ford 
Motor Co. for 35 years, Ed- 
wards said two of his major 
concerns are the rising water

and sewer rates in the city and 
the impact the expansion of 
Detroit Metro Airport is hav- 
ing on Romulus residents and 
business owners. 

Edwards said that he also 
would support a citywide advi- 
sory referendum on whether 
citizens favor opening a casino 
in Romulus, in case such an 
opportunity occurs in the 


future. 

A native of Mississippi, Ed- 
wards moved to Romulus 42 
years ago. He had previously 
served in the U.S. Army in 
1944 46. assigned to the Trans- 
portation Corps in Massa- 
chusetts that sent vehicles and 
ammunition to our fighting 
forces overseas. 

He was elected as part of 
the team of Mayor Lyle Car- 
michael in 1970 and was defe- 
ated along with many others in 
the Carmichael camp in 1973. 

Since then he has served on 
the city's Police, Fire and 
Safety Commission and Recre- 
ation Commission. 

Edwards and his wife,. 
Willie C.. have two sons, Jerry 
and Harold. He is an uncle by 
marriage to U.S. Congressman 
John Conyers of Detroit. 

He said he will campaign on 
the issue of providing Ro- 
mulus with “good honest gov-, 
ernment and keeping the city 
clean for everyone to raise- 
their families.” 

Edwards also said he wants 
all city residents to be proud 
they live in Romulus.

Trains will be quieter

Nights in Romulus will soon 
be a little quieter, as the City 
Council on Monday night ap 
proved an ordinance that 
makes it illegal for train engi- 
neers to sound whistles or 
bells from sunset to sunrise. 

A second ordinance impact- 
ing local passage of trains also 
was okayed. This ordinance 
states that trains cannot block 
highway or street traffic for 
more than five minutes (with 
some minor exceptions). 

The ordinances will go into 
effect upon the city’s official 


notice appearing in a later is- 
sue of the Romulus Roman. 

Both ordinances carry a po- 
tential $500 fine and 90 days in 
jail for any violators. 

The first ordinance has long 
been called for by veteran 
Councilman Ellis Pennington, 
who has complained repeat- 
edly that train whistles and 
bells have been used exten- 
sively by engineers in the past 
as the trains rode through Ro- 
mulus. 

The unneeded noise, Pen- 
nington said, has been a se- 
vere detriment to the sleep of 
senior citizens, who live near 
the railroad lines. 


The sirens and bells can 
only be used in an emergency 
or where mandated by state or 
federal regulations, the ordi- 
nance states. 

The ordinance regulating 
street blockage lists two ex- ■ 
ceptions: 

• when a train is traveling 
not less than 10 miles per hour, 
the blockage can last up to 
seven minutes.

• when the railroad can 
show that the incident oc- 
curred as a result of a verifia- 
ble accident, mechanical 
failure or unsafe condition.

Several months ago we reported the story of a for- 
mer drug enforcement officer who reminisced about 
his part in the unsuccessful “war on drugs.”

cation, residential, intensive 
outpatient, and outpatient. 

Sub acute detoxification 
provides intensive medical 
monitoring for individuals 
who pose a medical risk. Indi- 
viduals in detox may or may 
not be intoxicated or high at 
the time of admission. An indi- 
vidual will be admitted to de- 
tox based on an assessment of 
their past medical history, 
their current physical condi- 
tion and the type and amount 
of substance they have been 
abusing. Typical length of stay 
is between two to five days de- 
pending on when their medi- 
cal condition stabilizes. It is 
common that an individual 
will be referred directly to res- 
idential or intensive outpa- 
tient treatment after a sub- 
acute detox episode. 

Residential treatment pro- 
vides a structured, safe and 
supportive environment de- 
signed to promote positive life- 
style change. Through the 
intervention and assistance of 
physicians, nurses, social 
workers, psychologists, and 
counselors, individuals are 
presented with different types 
of opportunities to evaluate 
their life and change their be- 
haviors. Typical length of stay 
averages 10 12 days although 
actual length of stay is depen- 
dent upon individual needs. 

Like residential, intensive 
outpatient (IOP) offers an indi- 
vidual assistance and inter- 
vention from various chemical 
dependency professionals in- 
cluding physicians, nurses, so- 
cial workers, psychologists 
and counselors. Through edu- 
cational as well as process ori- 
ented therapies, individuals 
learn to develop drug free life- 
styles while remaining within 
their home environment and 
community. Individuals who 
participate in IOP programs 
are able to utilize community 
supports during their treat- 
ment and have a positive and 
supportive home environment 
to help facilitate their treat- 
ment success. Individuals at- 
tend the program four days 
weekly and up to 16 hours per 
week. 

Outpatient services provide 
an individual who is able to 
commit to lifestyle changes an 
opportunity for continued edu- 
cation and development of in- 
sight through individual, 
group and family therapeutic 
interventions. Individuals in 
outpatient services typically 
possess a good deal of internal 
motivation and external sup- 
port. Frequency of outpatient 
services are individualized 
and could be as frequent as 34 
times per week or as infre- 
quent as once monthly. 

There are six treatment cen 
ters at Hegira where subs- 
tance abuse treatment 
services are delivered: Oak- 
dale Recovery Center (Can- 
ton), Romulus Help Center, 
Westland Counseling Center, 
Livonia Counseling Center.

Northville Counseling 
Center and Livonia Counsel- 
ing Center all offer outpatient 
treatment services to children,

Van Buren area schools 
receive accreditation

Van Buren Public Schools 
have been notified by the 
Michigan Department of Edu 
cation that each of the its 
schools will receive a certifi 
cate of accreditation. 

The Van Buren schools 
reached interim accreditation 
standing during the last school 
year. 

• Interim status means the 
schools are “good and getting 
better,” according to Robert E. 
^chiller, Michigan’s Superin 
tendent of Public Instruction. 
The interim status was 
ajwarded by the State Depart- 
ment of Education as part of 
the Michigan Accreditation 
Ingram. This is the latest step 
in the development of new ac- 
creditation standards. 

dUnder the new program, the 
State Department of Educa- 
tion evaluates every school in 
Michigan individually. This is 
done by using a combination of 
student test scores from the 
Michigan Education Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP), and 
complying with different state 
liryYs.

report, a school improvement 
pian. a core curriculum de- 
signed for all students, special 
assistance for general educa- 
tion students to help them 
reach grade level reading as 
measured by MEAP, and 
board-approved performance 
standards aligned with the 
core curriculum. 

All of the buildings in the 
Van Buren school district are 
in compliance with the state 
laws. Also, the MEAP scores 
from the Van Buren Public 
Schools reached the interim 
category because between 51 
percent to 65 percent of the 
students successfully passed 
all four MEAP tests (mathema- 
tics, science, reading-story, 
and reading- information). 

According to Kathy Brad- 
ford, Educational Consultant 
with the Michigan Department 
of Education, the major focus 


of the new accreditation sys- 
tem is not so much the status 
achieved this year, as it is on 
the sustained growth in perfor- 
mance over time. 

“We spent the last three 
years gathering MEAP infor- 
mation that led to this accredi- 
tation system,” Bradford 
explains. “We ll accumulate 
data for another three years, 
and compare at that point.” 

Bradford added that Michi- 
gan Department of Education 
officials will look for a steady 
increase in student perfor- 
mance on MEAP tests as 
schools, even those at interim 
status, go through the pro- 
cesses of improvement.

Students learn from experience

1 Twenty one students are get- 
ting ready for next year’s 
fourth grade MEAP tests by 
planning their own breakfast 
and lunch menus, shopping for 
t ie food once a week, actually 
preparing their own lunches, 
and along the way, learning 
riiath, reading, and computer 
skills. 

; • Three VBPS teachers, Carol 
Btown, Lori Spangler and 
(iathy Walter, and the District 
Coordinator of Compensatory 
Education Barb Faler, divided 
the Reading and Math Sum- 
mer Program to give students 
an extra boost in academic 
and social skills. 

•“We didn’t want them just 
sitting around through the 
summer,” said Brown. “We 


wanted them to retain the 
skills they had learned and 
work ahead on new material.” 

Students also get a chance 
to work math and reading pro- 
grams on the computers, under 
the supervision of Faler. Wal- 
ther and Spangler developed 
the reading and writing work- 
shops which involve writing 
plays and creating puppet 
shows that tie into the books 
they are reading, also keeping 
daily journals. 

On Mondays, students make 
up their grocery lists with 
Brown, using math to plan 
amounts needed. Brown 
brings in newspaper inserts 
for coupon clipping. Grocery 
shopping is usually done for 
the week on Tuesdays. 


In addition to activities at 
Rawsonville, students will 
take field trips to libraries in 
Belleville and Canton, visit the 
Cranbrook Science Institute 
and the Oakwoods Nature Cen- 
ter. 

The students move through 
the different activities in small 
groups of seven, in order to en- 
sure one-on-one attention from 
the teachers. 

“We have a lot of fun, too,” 
said Brown. 

Teacher stipends and other 
costs for the Reading and Math 
Summer Program were funded 
by a grant from the State of 
Michigan, Title I funds, and 
the school activity account. 
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Local artist shares talent for making stain glass

Have you ever sat in a build- 
ing with stained glass windows 
and wondered how they were 
made? 

Local artist Diane Eissinger 
knows all about this process. 
In fact, she has been creating 
stained glass artwork for about 
15 years. 

“It started as a hobby. We 
were decorating our family 
room and I wanted a stained 
glass window in the room, so I 
made one," Eissinger said, as 
she pointed to a window de- 
picting a pond with a duck, cat 
tails and other plant life. 

The former first and second 
grade teacher added, “after 
that, I discovered that I liked 
doing it, and began doing 
more. I was commissioned by 
St. John's Lutheran Church in 
Walt?. I was teaching at the 
same time, and it became too 
much. So I took one year off, 
and never went back.” 

And, from one family room 
window has come a plethora of 
stained glass creations, many 
of which decorate the 
Eissinger home. A few pieces 
are hanging in different win 
dows, the doors on the bureau 
have windows made by 
Eissinger, a lamp in the dining 
room has a stained glass 
shade, and in her work-room, 
she has stained glass hiding a 
fluorescent light under a 
cabinet. 

But, Eissinger doesn’t keep 
all of her beautiful artwork to 
herself. Many churches and 
other buildings in the area 
also bear her work. 

Some of these include: four 
sanctuary windows at Faith 
United Methodist Church in 
Belleville; Angela Hospice 
Home Care in Livonia had her 
do a window depicting their 
logo for their lobby, and an 
other window in their chapel; 
and Faith Lutheran Church in 
Monroe, for which she has 
done, and is still working on 
eight sanctuary windows. 

Eissinger also exhibits her 
work in various show's. At the 
moment she is working on a 
piece she hopes to get exhib- 
ited at the Ann Arbor Art As- 
sociation Gallery. “It’s a self- 
portrait. The show is on char- 


acter, and what forms your 
character. My face is in the 
center of the piece and all 
around the outside, are things 
that are important to me,” 
Eissinger stated. 

She is influenced by a very 
well know'n manufacturer of 
stained glass. “The kind of 
church windows I do are more 
influenced by Tiffany’s rather 
than the old medieval type of 
windows. This is because I do 
all of my detail with lead lines 
and I use opaque colored glass 
instead of painting the glass.” ‘ 

Eissinger uses a mixture of 
hand-blown glass, machine 
glass and hand rolled glass. 

Hand-blown glass has color 
variations and some texture. 
“The glass is actually blown 
into a big bubble about a foot 
across. When it is cooled, they 
cut off both ends, score it dow r n 
the middle and put it back in 
the oven. When it gets warm 
and malleable again, they flat- 
ten it out,” Eissinger 
explained. 

Her favorite glass to work 
with is machine glass. “It 
comes out of the furnace onto a 
conveyor belt, then it goes 
through rollers to flatten it out. 
This glass is always very flat 
and even with no variations in 
color,” she said. 

“The last type of glass is 
hand rolled glass. You take 
melted glass, pour it onto a ta- 
ble and roll it out by hand. It is 
sort of the stage between hand 
blown and machine glass. It 
has variations in color and tex 
ture,” Eissinger stated. 

“Depending on the size, the 
more pieces and curves, the 
longer it takes. For the church 
windows, it takes me about a 
month to do a set of six 
panels,” she said. 

As with most artists, 
Eissinger has a difficult time 


choosing one piece which is 
her favorite. “I like the church 
windows best because I can 
give a message through the 
window's. People can look at 
them and feel something and 
understand what they are 
about.” 

Even now, Eissinger is 
learning new techniques to ex- 
press herself through her 
stained glass windows. 

In June, she attended a de- 
sign workshop in Germany. 
“Germany is known to be the 
birthplace of modern stained 
glass. They’re very daring, they 
just think of something, draw 
it, make it. The freedom that 
they have is incredible, we 
don’t have that kind of free- 
dom here in America, the 
color combinations, and de- 
signs that w'e’d never even 
imagine putting together. In 
Germany, most of the glass ar- 
tists just design it, then they 
take it to a studio and say 
‘here, make this.’ Then the stu- 
dio has to figure out how to do 
it.” 

Eissinger doesn’t have this 
luxury. When she is designing 
something, she thinks to her- 
self, “am I going to be able to 
cut this? If I don’t think I can 
do it, I’ll make changes to my 
design.” 

Even though Eissinger en- 
joys creating, she also enjoyed 
her other career as a teacher, 
especially teaching art class. 
“I liked showing the kids how 
they could start out with their 
own idea and create some- 
thing original.” 

Eissinger describes herself 
as crafty, doing paintings and 
other crafts. She even sewed 
all ofthe curtains in her house. 

At the recent Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts auc- 
tion (Aug. 10), Eissinger do-

nated a panel with orchids on 
it. She didn’t know how much 
it went for, but, according to 
Eissinger, “in the last few min- 
qtes of the auction, there were 
about three or four people bid- 
ding against each other for it.” 


For Eissinger, the best part 
about the job is the relaxation 
it brings. “It is very challeng- 
ing to come up with designs. 
And once you have your idea 
and you put it on paper, then 
you have to figure out how to 


do it. Cutting it and putting it 
together is very relaxing be-, 
cause you have to be patient 
and take your time.”

7 rose beds dedicated 
in Wayne Goudy Park

“To the city, these roses we 
give; and for years and years, 
we hope their beauty will 
live,” stated Lois Press, presi- 
dent of the Wayne Garden 
Club. 

On Aug. 9, the Garden Club 
dedicated seven rose beds to 
the city and citizens of the 
community. 

According to former Garden 
Club President Sharon Arthur. 
“I learned about free roses 
when I was serving on the Dis 
trict One committee for Gar- 
den Clubs of Michigan. I found 
out that Jackson and Perkins 
of Metford, Ore. was offering 
free roses as a part of their 
public relations. They donate 
plants and flowers for use in 
parks and other areas in the 
public sector.” 

Arthur made the first call to 
Jackson and Perkins in six 
years ago. 

“I got up the courage to 
make the first call in 1989,” Ar- 
thur stated. “I developed a 
wonderful relationshin with 


the girl who worked at Jackson 
and Perkins. But I never 
dreamed we would end up 
with seven beds of roses.” 

The first bed was planted, 
quickly, in June of 1989. 

According to Arthur, “I 
thought, when I ordered the 
roses, that 1 would have until 
the following spring to plant 
them. But, somehow things got 
mixed up between the order 
ing office and the shippers. I 
ended up with about 30 rose 
bushes on my back porch in 
June of ‘89,” Arthur remi- 
nisced. “It was really hot that 
year, so I knew I had to get 
them planted right away. The 
first bed got done quickly, but 
everything else had a better 
time line.” 

Jackson and Perkins make 
the commitment to send the 
roses and replace them if they 
die, but it is up to the Garden 
Club and the city of Wayne to 
take care of them. 

“For the past three to four 
years, John Harvey has taken 
care of the rose garden. He is a 
rose expert. Not by profession, 


but by design. He does a great 
job and is very dedicated. He 
is the key to keeping our roses 
looking as nice as they do,” Ar- 
thur stated. 

Arthur also thanked John 
Zech, Debbie Manns, Scott 
Lee, Jane Martin, and Tom 
McDonald for their help in get- 
ting the project off the ground. 

Cal Sign Co. donated the 
sign in the middle rose bed, 
dedicating the rose garden to 
the city of Wayne, and Phil 
Johnson and John Purdim, 
owners of Bushel Center, do- 
nated all of the mulch for the 
gardens. 

According to City Manager 
John Zech, “the other day I 
was here and there was a cou- 
ple of weddings being per- 
formed in the garden. They 
also were taking wedding pic- 
tures with the roses.” 

As the sun broke through 
the clouds. Press said of the 
dedication, “mother nature 
blessed us today. The roses are 
at their best right now, and 
they truly are an asset for the 
city of Wayne to enjoy.”

Robichaud - in a league of its own

Robichaud, the defending 
Suburban Athletic Conference 
football champ, may find itself 
in a league of its own this 
season. 

With the departure of Oak 
Park to a Mega Conference in 
Oakland County, and with the 
demise of sports at Inkster 
High School due to strict aca- 
demic eligibility rules, with 
Ecorse unable to field a com- 
petitive team, the only two 
teams that Coach Bob Yauck 
and the Bulldogs realistically 


have to be concerned with are 
Willow Run and Highland 
Park. 

River Rouge, which lost its 
veteran coach Bennie Bedford 
through retirement, is in what 
coaches like to refer to as a 
“rebuilding stage”. 

Yauck, entering his 26th sea- 
son as head coach at Robic- 
haud, and his 30th overall, has 
a strong nucleus of veteran 
players in his lineup that 
helped the defending champs 
post an enviable 8-3 overall 
(6-0 in the SAC) record a year 
ago. 

The Bulldogs dominated 


their conference, upset a state- 
ranked Marysville team in the 
Class B post-season playoffs 
before losing to Detroit Coun- 
try Day in the regional 
championship. 

“We’ll be competitive,” says 
Yauck, which has to be the un- 
derstatement of the pre-sea- 
son. With guys like Corey Hart, 
a 6-7, 370-pound senior, two- 
way tackle, anchoring the line, 
there’s no way anyone is going 
to take the conference title 
away from the Bulldogs with- 
out punnishment. 

Robichaud, a school that 
produced All-American tail 


back Tyrone Wheatley who, in- 
cidentally, signed a multi- 
million dollar contract with 
the New York Giants last week, 
boasts another premier tail- 
back in senior Omar Speight, a 
5-10. 235-pound ballcarrier. 

Speight has been clocked 
for the 40 in 4.6, according to 
Yauck. 

Jason Malloy, who lettered 
as a freshman, also is back and 
the 6-1, 205 sophomore, could 
be the next Wheatley. 

Yauck admits that he may 
have problems finding a re- 
placement for quarterback 
Matthew Alexander, who grad- 


uated in June and will be play- 
ing for Bowling Green this 
year. If you’re looking for Alex- 
ander in the BG lineup, look at 
the split end slot. 

Three other Robichaud no- 
tables are Raymond Cook, Ad- 
rian Washington and 5-9, 210- 
pound guard Prince Selman. 

Yauck likes to refer to this 
team as a “group of young and 
talented kids who need game 
experience.” 

They start the long road to 
the Pontiac Superdome at 4 
p.m. Sept. 1 when they hosi 
Monroe Catholic Central.

Rockets are off to hot start

No matter how the rest of 
the cross country season goes, 
Westland John Glenn’s har- 
riers say they want the heat 
turned off. 

“It was really hot and humid 
out there today,” said a sweat- 
ing and water-seeking Glenn 
coach Jess Shough as he 
walked into the locker room 
after the Rockets’ first prac- 
tice. “I’ll tell you, I have never 
seen or felt so hot. The kids 
were complaining.” 

But Shough and his Rockets 
should hit icebergs once the 
Western Lakes Conference 
season begins. Plymouth-Can- 


ton, boasting the conference’s 
No. 1 runner in Scotty Pen 
gelley, and Plymouth-Salem, 
with plenty of experienced 
depth in its lineup, should 
chill out those who covet the 
title. 

“There is little doubt in any- 
one’s mind who has the 
frontrunners this year,” said 
Shough, who is in his sixth 
year as head coach. “Canton 
and Salem, in my opinion, 
have the best of the league.” 

The Rockets will launch the 
1995 season on Aug. 29 when 
they engage a threesome of 
non-conference rivals. They 
Will run Ann Arbor Huron, 
East Lansing and Howell. 


“The quad will give us some 
indication on what we have,” 
Shough pointed out. 

Leading the Rocket charge 
will be Brandon Molitor, a se- 
nior who qualified for the state 
finals a year ago. Molitor also 
was selected all-conference a 
year ago. 

Molitor and Chris Gillen, 
also a senior, will serve as the 
team’s co- captains. 

Shough also has a blue-chip 
runner in Joe Wojtowicz, who 
was the Rockets premier per- 
former until he injured his 
back in midseason. 

Now, a junior, Wojtowicz 
may play a decisive role on 
where the Rockets will finish 


in the conference. Wherever 
that may be, if he can shy away 
from injuries, you can bet Wo- 
jtowicz will be among the best 
in the conference this season. 

Rounding out what possibly 
could be the Rockets’ starting 
lineup are juniors Tim Moore 
and Keith Clements, who has 
been with the team for the past 
three years. 

Depth - the lack of it - con- 
cerns the veteran Rocket CC 
coach. 

“We just don’t have the 
depth to compete for the title 
this year,” Shough says. “Our 
goal is to finish is the first divi- 
sion. I think we can do it, bar- 
ring injuries.” 


Belleville may feel 
the heat to repeat

Westland firefighters 
practice rescue skills

Members of the Westland 
Fire Department went back to 
the classroom last week to up- 
date their water rescue skills. 
Although their classroom was 
the swimming pool, firefigh 
ters learned life saving tech 
niques they’re most likely to 
encounter in backyard swim- 
ming pool rescues. 

Three lifeguards from the 
Bailey Swimming Pool in- 
structed firefighters on new 
water rescue techniques, how 
to extract a neck-injury patient 
from a pool, safety rules and 
water drills. 

The training, conducted an- 
nually, addresses the most 
common situations firefighters 
may be involved in when a 
swimming pool injury has oc- 
curred. Spinal cord injuries, 
concussion’s and near-drown- 
ings are examples of swim- 
ming pool incidents that 
firefighters respond to via a 
9-1-1 alert. 

“The swimming pool drill is 
good practice for the fire de- 
partment and for the life- 
guards at the Bailey Pool,” 
said Director Debbie Berner. 
“The firefighters learn new 


rescue techniques taught 
through Red Cross training, 
and the lifeguards are able to 
utilize the fire departments 
scuba equipment.” 

Lifeguards benefit from in- 
structions on tank usage, deep 
water, and winter rescues. 

Firefighters from the West- 
land Fire Department’s Main 
Station, located on the corner 
of Central City Parkway and 
Ford Road, used new rescue 
tubes, removed a neck injury 
patient on a backboard from 
the pool and practiced team 
water drills. Lifeguards Randy 
Jackson, James Darden and 
Kevin Forgacs participated in 
the teaching and volunteer vic- 
tim portions of the class. 

A second, full department 
class was taught Aug. 13. Addi- 
tional drills were conducted 
between teams and individual 
rescue members from all four 
Westland Fire Department 
Stations were represented. 

“We do this every year be- 
cause it benefits everyone in 
the long run,” said Berner. 

The Bailey Swimming Pool 
will begin weekend only hours 
starting in September. The 
pool will be open from noon to 
3 p.m. and 4 p.m. to 7 p.m. on 
Saturdays and Sundays only. 


The 150 foot water slide is 
scheduled to open, Labor Day 
Weekend. 

The lifeguards and staff of 
the Bailey pool remind you to 
observe the pools rules and 
personal safety measures 
when swimming. Be safe and 
have fun. For more informa-

Allergy season 

Tips provided for 
pollen sufferers 
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Do you have a green thumb, 
but red eyes from allergies? 

If so, avoid planting these 
pollen-allergy triggers: oak, 
maple, poplar, and elm trees; 
Timothy. Bermuda, orchard 
grasses; ragweed, sagebrush, 
and pigweed weeds. 

Instead, try these “sneeze- 
less" plants recommended by 
the American Lung Associa- 
tion of California. 

Plants less likely to be trou- 
blesome are: dogwood, pear, 
pine, plum, palm, redwood, 
ginkgo, red bud, mulberry, 
magnolia, tulip tree, and grape 
myrtle trees. 

Less troublesome grasses 
are dichondra, Irish moss, rye, 
blue, fescue, and hippocrepis. 

Azalea, begonia, bougain- 
villea, camelia, poppy, iris, tu- 
lip, and pansy are less 
troublesome flowers. 

Remember that allergic ef- 
fect is increased with the con- 
centration of each plant, 
according to the American 
Lung Association. Go for vari- 
ety in your plantings. 

Tips for tending the yard, if 
you have allergies, are: 

• Avoid mowing the lawn; if 
you must mow the lawn your- 
self, wear a particle mask. 
Mowing produces an “allergy 
stew” of pollens, mold, bits of 
insects and plants. 

• Hoe weeds along the edges 
of the garden regularly. Weeds 
are a major source of pollen. 

• Avoid raking leaves; if you 
must rake, wear a particle 
mask. Raking stirs up molds. 

• Choose the time you gar 
den carefully. Right after a 
rain is a good time for those 
with pollen allergies - the rain 
washes the pollen out of the 
air. However, right after a rain 
is a bad time for those with 
mold allergies - molds thrive 
in damp conditions. 

• Water soil regularly and 
thoroughly with a sprinkler to 
keep dust and mold from ris- 
ing. 

• Try using black plastic 


mulch instead of straw to keep 
down pollinating weeds, dust 
and mold growth. 

• Wear gardening gloves, 
and don’t wipe your eyes while 
working outside. 

• Take an over-the-counter 
antihistamine or a medication 
suggested by your doctor be- 
fore gardening .

NERATIONS AHEAD 
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The 60th Anniversary of the 
Social Security system is a 
time to celebrate. It helps up 
focus on one of the good things 
about which our society we 
can be proud of and reminds 
us of the values to which we 
aspire, according to Frances 
Heimes-Savickis, field repre- 
sentative for the Social Secu- 
rity Administation. 

Social Security represents 
on of the nation’s most success- 
ful social programs - one that 
supports the lives and dreams 
of millions of people, said 
Heimes-Savickis. It’s a good 
idea to take time out to cele- 
brate its history and what it 
has come to mean to our soci- 
ety, she said. 

When President Roosevelt 
signed the original Social Se- 
curity Act on Aug. 14, 1935, it 
was in the midst of the Great 
Depression. High unemploy- 
ment and business failures re- 
sulted in great deprivation and 
poverty and dramatized the 
vulnerability of the American 
Worker to economic forces out 
side his/her control. In this en- 
vironment, private and state 
sources of help were woefully 
inadequate and a federal role 
became necessary. 

Today, Social Security pro- 
vides income to a family when 
the worker retires, dies, or be- 
comes disabled. One out of six 


persons are currently receiv- 
ing benefits - retirees and 
their spouses, widows and or- 
phans and people with disabil 
ities. Some 95 percent of 
people 65 years and over are 
entitled to retirement benefits; 
four out of five workers and 
their families would receive 
benefits if they became dis- 
abled; 95 percent of children 
under age 18 would receive 
benefits if a parent dies. 

People should not mistake 
the current debate over the fu 
ture of Social Security to be an 
assault on the program itself. 
The debate is about the best 
way to continue the success of 
the program, not whether or 
not we should continue it, ac- 
cording to the field represen- 
tative. 

There will be a 60th Anni- 
versary Open House of the So- 
cial Security Administration 
from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. on Mon- 
day. at the Social Security Of- 
fice located at 2500 Hamlin in 
Inkster.
